The following obituary was taken 
from the March 3, issue of the Chetek 
Alert, and is herewith reprinted as the 
deceased was well known in this village 
which was formerly the home of the 
Vickers family.. 

James Vickers was born near Shef- 
field,. England, Feb. 10, 1830, and de- 
parted from this life at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Harry Arnold. Feb. 27,' 
1D16; having reached the ripe age of 86 
years and 17 days 

lie came to America with his parents 
at the age of five settling at Pough- 
keepaie, N. Y. He came to Wisconsin 
in 1849, being among the earliest set- 
tlers of Walworth county. 

He made the cross country trip to 
California in the days of the gold rush, 
finding his route back by way of Pana- 
ma. In 1887 he moved to Michican 
where he resided for 12 years. After 
two more years spent in Antioch he 
moved to Chetek which has been his 
home for the past 15 years. He was 
the first of the many Antioch people to 
settle near Chetek. 

He was united in marriage in Nov. 
1S5G, to Miss Ann Booth and for sixty j 
years they traveled together on the ' 
journey of life. 

Funeral services were conducted at 
the home of Aivin Vickers Wednesday, 
March 1, in charge of Rev. Grifiiths.

Schwarz Makei Settlement for $108 
^ Lester A. Schwartz of Grayslake, 
who by J. M. Isbester, his next friend, 
instituted'suit agsinst the Minneapolis, 
St. Paul and Suult^^Ste. Marie rajlroad 
fo'rSutJO. for injuries received when he 
was hit by a train at Grayslake, was 
awarded damages of '$108 in circuit 
court Monday afternoon. .The amount 
of damages was agreed upon out of 
court and a verdict for the $103 judg- 
ment was instructed by Judge Edwards.

Not to be outdone by the residents of 
Antioch township, the people of Wau- 
conda who have the interests of their 
f iture citizens at stt c';e, have called ab 
election for Monday; March 20,otwhich 
time a $25,000 bond issue for education-^ 
al purposes will be voted upon. 

It is expected that the bond issue will 
carry by a big majority, and one resi- 
dent of the township claims that he 
has not found one person who opposes 
the plan. 

i wo sites will-be considered if the 
election carries. Both sites comprise 
eight acres and one of them takes in a 
part of what is known among the resi- 
dents of Wauconda towDship as the 
Homer Cook farm.

First Site— On the McUenry-Chicago 
road, at the north limits of the village. 
Site comprises eight acaesand the valu* 
ation of the land is given as $300 an 
acre.

Mr. Baker was a follower of Mayor 
Tom Johnson of Cleveland when the 
latter was In the height of hia power.

Ho recently declined to run 
again. Mr. Baker was a Wilson sup- 
porter In the Democratic convention 
at Baltimore and Is understood to 
have declined appointment as secre- 
tary oC the Interior three years ago. 

Mr. Baker has accepted the position 
and Is arranging his nftalrs in Cleve- 
land preparatory to coming to Wash- 
ington to take np his duties. 

The president and Mr. Baker have 
been close friends for some time and 
have corresponded frequently. Mr. 
Baker is said by his friends to he In 
close sympathy with the president's 
policies and is known to have had the 
support of several mcmhcrs of the 
::ahlnet for the war ollico. 

Mr. Baker Is forty-four years old, 
Ha was bom at Jlartlnsburg, W. Va., 
and At the ago of tweny-livo was np 
pointed private secretary to Postmas 
:er General Wilson In President Cleve 
land's cabinet. In 1897 ho began the 
practice of law at Martlnsburg, but 
not long thereafter moved to Cleve 
land, where he became city sollcltoi 
In 1902. Ho held this office for ton 
rears until his election as mayoi 
after the death of Tom L. Johnson. 
In 1914 ho was re-elected mayor foi 
a two-year term. Mr. Baker In July 
1902, married Miss Elizabeth Lcopolt' 
3f Pottsdara. Pa. 

Mr. Baker has received degrees 
from Johns Hopkins and Washington 
and Leo universities. 

At the time of the Baltimore conven 
tion when President Wilson was nom 
Inatcd Mr. Baker was prominently 
mentioned for the vice-presidency be- 
:ause of tho fight he made In support 
Df Mr. Wilson. 

Mr. Baker has been known for years 
IS a leader of the Ohio bar and Is 
" alghly regarded by the president as 
a lawyer.

68 to 14 the senate on Friday tabled 
every resolution in tho senate soeknig 
to interfere in any way with President 
Wilson's conduct of lorclgn affairs 

It was said at the White House 
that the result In tho senate was sat- 
isfactory and met the wishes of Prest- 
dent Wilson 

At the last moment, when driven 
Into a corner and threatened wUh 
defeat on tho main Ibbuo fully as 
heavily as that administered to his 
substitute. Senator Gore sought to 
obscure the issue with an amendment, 
declaring that any sinking of an 
armed ship without warning should 
be regarded as an act of war by Ger- 
many. 

While this amendment enabled Sen- 
ator Goro and those of his persua- 
sion to vote to table tho resolution, 
the vote In the senate to tnblo all 
other resolutions and amendments on 
the samo subject at tho same tlmo 
wiped the senate slate clean and 
leaves the president alone the spokes- 
man on foreign affairs.

Forty-seven Democrats and 21 Re- 
publicans voted to table. 

As soon as the vote was taken Sen- 
ators Clarke of Arkansas and Jones of 
Washington expressed regret that 
there had not been "more courageous 
action" and tlmt a subterfuge had been 
used to avoid a voto on tho main issue 
raised by tho Goro resolution. Sena- 
ton Stone also gave notice that ho will 
address the senate on the armed ship 
question, explaining his opposition to 
tho president's position, and Senator 
McCumber submitted hia reaolullon, 
expressing the hope that Americans 
will remain off armed ships until such 
time as. the president can bring about 
an agreement with the belligerents. 
This resolution Is regarded by the 
friends of the president' as being aa 
objectionable as tho Goro resolution. 
Senator Reed of Missouri also partici- 
pated In the "letting off steam" proc- 
ess by declaring oil senators wholly 
patriotic and hy regretting some of 
tho passages In tho senate debate.

Paris. March 4. — It was announced 
on Friday at the I=Vcnch ministry of 
marine that there wore nearly 4,000 
mou on board the French auxiliary 
crulaor Provence when It was sunk 
In the Mediterranean on February 2G. 

It was slated that on board the 
Provence were the staff ot tho Third 
Colonial Infantry regiment, the third 
battalion, the second company of tlie 
first battalion, the second machine 
gun company and one extra company, 
In all nearly 4,000 men. 

As the ministry of marine on Feb- 
ruary 20 announced that tho number 
of survivors of tho Provence disaster 
was estimated at 870. it is indicated 
that upward of 3,1.10 lives were lost 

The loss of more than 3,000 lives in 
the sinking of tho French auxillory 
cruiser Provence Is the greatest ocean 
disaster of modern times. 

An official statement announcing 
tho sinking of the Provcnco said: 

"Tho French auxiliary cruiser Prov- 
ence II, engaged In transporting 
troops to Saloniki, was sunk In tho 
.Mediterranean on February 26. Two 
hundred and, nioty-six survivors have 
been brought to .Malta and about forty 
to Mel OS 

"No signs of a submarine were uo- 
tlced."

New York, March 3.— Tho first 
known Americans to shil on an armed 
liner since tho German admiralty's 
new submarine campaign opened de- 
parted from this port on tlio Italian 
steamship Giuseppe Verdi on Wednes- 
day. Of the Verdi's 173 passengers 
10 Naples and Genoa, two are natural- 
ized Americana who were horn In 
Italy. Tho Verdi Is tho Ilrst armed 
vessel to leave American shores since 
tho new submarine policy went Into 
effect. When it sailed it had mounted 
on its afterdeck the two naval guns 
with which It waa equipped two 
months ago. Before sailing copper air 
tanks wero fitted Into tho life boats. 
Tim Italian Btcumahtp America, one 
of tho ships which have had guns 
placed on board hy tho Italian govern- 
ment, la today believed to bo In the 
war zone with 282 cabin passengers 
nnd 1 ,732 steerage passengers on 
hoard, bound for New York. Twelve 
big liners are In or near the war zono. 
Tlie White Star lino has canceled all 
passenger reservations for March on 
the Lapland, Daltlc and Adriatic, it 
was announced here. 



French WarOfflce Reports Repulse of

Fighting Continues. 

London. March 4.— Tho Urlttsh offl. 
clal statement Issued hero on Thurs- 
day on tho tlghtlug lu tho Western 
zone says: 

"Wo recaptured the trenches at tho 
bluff of tho Ypros-Comlnes canal, 
which wo lost February 14, and also 
captured a small salient in tho German 
line." 

Tho capture of 800 yards of llrlilsh 
positions southeast of Ypres.- after 
heavy artillery bombardments, was 
claimed tn tho German olHclal state- 
ment of February 15, which added that 
a majority of tho defenders of the 
Hritlsh trenches were killed. 

Tho FVcnch war office reported tho 
repulse of a German attack against 
Fresnea In the afternoon, castiuB tils- 
credit on an official report from Berlin 
that I'Ycancs has been captured by tho 
Teutons. 

Paris, March 4.-^Gcrman attacks of 
great violence, both artillery and In- 
fantry, have been resumed north of 
Verdun. The official statement Issued 
by tho French war ofllco on Thursday 
night says furious Infantry assaults

Captain Count Dohna- 
Schlodlen. reported tho capture or sink- 
ing during her venturesome and ro- 
mantic cruise of thirteen British, one 
French and one Belgian vesaol. Mines 
laid by tho Moewe resulted In tho 
sinking, among other vcsecIs, of tho 
British battleship King Kdward Vll. 

Aboard as booty the Moewe brought 
l.OOO.OOO marks In gold bars captured 
from tho British stenmship Appam. 
which was sent Into Newport News as 
a prize under command of LleuL Hans 
Berg. 

Captives aboard tho Moewe when 
she arrived were 33 British naval of- 
(leers and sailors and 166 raerabora of 
crows of cnptured merchant vessels. 

Announcement of the return of tho 
Moewe was mado officially on Sunday 
by tho nnvnl general staff. 
The official statement follows: 
"After a successful cruise of many 
months tho Moewe, commanded by 
Frigate Captain Count Dohna-Schlo- 
dien, returned to her homo port, hav- 
ing four British officers, twentynlno 
British sailors and lOG members of 
crows of enemy stcamBhlpa, Including 
103 Indians, as prisoners, and 1,000.000 
marks ($250,000) In gold bars. 

"During her cruise the Moewe cap- 
tured thirteen British, one French and 
ono Belgian vessels representing a 
tonnage of 57,835. Most of tho vna- 
soJB were sunk nnd the remainder 
were taken aa prizes of war to neutral 
ports. *^ 

"TIio Moewe also engaged In mino 
laying operations at various points on 
enemy coasts which rosultcd In tho 
loss of the British battleship King Kd- 
ward Vll. 

(Tho King Edward Vll, a battleship 
of 10,500 tons, was sunk by a ralno on 
January. 8, according to an official re- 
port by tho British admiralty, on 
January 9. With tho exception of tho 
Audacious and tho Oceanic this was 
the largest warship lost by Britain in 
tho war. All hor crew wero saved, 
only two being Injured. Tho scene of 
the sinking was never made public.) 

Count von Dohna, tho Moewo'a 
commander, has been awarded the 
Iron cross of tho first class, and tho 
members of tho crew have received 
tho Iron cross of tho second class. 
Count von Dohna has been ordered to 
meet Emperor William at headquar- 
ters

— Senator 
Gore, In an address to the senate In 
support of his resolution to warn 
Americans to keep off armed belliger- 
ent merchantmen, declared tho Im- 
pelling reason for his courso was a 
report that President Wilson had told 
certain congressmen that a war be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
"might not bo ungrateful ami might 
result In advancing clvliliatlon by 
bringing about tho end of tho Euro- 
pean war hy midsummer."

Intcd regarding war taxation Id. 
Canada that tho atatttmcut made by 
Sir Thomas White, Canadian Minister 
of Finance, of the Government's piano 
for raising war rovenue should be giv- 
en tho widest circulation. Sir Thomao 
mado It clear that tho revenue will bo 
ralaed by taxing tho profits of Incor- 
porated companies whenever tho8f> 
profits exceed seven per cent, and (ho 
proflta ot unincorporated firms or part- 
nerships when the prollts exceed tea 
per cent. On all sucli excess prf^llt© 
these companies or llrms will have to 
contribute one-quarter to tho (tovern- 
mcnt. Transportation companie8« 
banks, mining, milling, and other com- 
panies will bo subject to this taxation, 
but lifo Inauranco companies, and com- 
panies with luss than fifty thouaauct 
dollars capitalization, and companies, 
firms, or Individuals engaged In agri- 
culture or stock raising, are exempt* 
and pay no part of this taxation. Tho 
only other additional taxation pro- 
posed Is nn IncrcaBo of fifty cents a 
l]arrol In tho customs duty on apples, 
and one-half cent a gallon In customo 
duty on certain kinds of oils. ■ 

It will be noticed that this taxation 
Is being applied in such a way that It 
dues not affect furmora In tho slight- 
cat degree, except, perhaps, through a 
small Incrcaao fn cost of applrs auti 
oil. Tho war revonuo Is to bo pald.but 
of tho profits of tho big firms and com- 
panies with capital of over fifty Ihou- 
aand dollars, nnd oven thos*? are al- 
lowed seven per cent In aomo cases, 
and ten per cout In others, of clear 
profits before thoy havo to pay any 
part of this taxation. It will h^ aeoa 
that tho whole policy la to plnco Iha 
war oxpendituro taxatlou od those who 
havo been making big profits and aro 
able to pay It, and to -uncourage farm- 
ing and atockralaing by ^ exempting 
farmora nnd stock-raisers from tho tax- 
ation. This ought to set at rest every 
rumor that the farmer or the farmer'* 
land Is bftlny taxed to pay the cost of 
tho w/sr. — Advcrttsemont.

HOUSE RETURNS TO U. S.

Thq permanent climbing plants and 
ihe auiiuala have a decided place on 
the home grounda. They fill a place 
that trees, shrubs and flowers cannot. 
TUcy not only acreon unslglilly ob- 
jects, but serve as a shade, a protco- 
tlon, and when trained carefully over 
outbuildings, atono walls and porches 
■they help to make a picture of tho 
Jiomo surroundings. 

Three of tho best clinging vines are 
HiQ Hoston Ivy, EnBllah 1%^ and tho 
trumpet vine. They are beat on 
"brick or stone walls as they aro apt to 
■cause decay If allowed to climb over 
.fihlnglea and woodwork. 

Japanese honeyaucklo la of quick 
•growth and great beauty. Its dollcato 
odor and lacellko foUago aro desir- 
jiblo qualitiea. Any of tho honeysuckle 
family are good where dense shade Is 
not requisite. The crimson rambler 
Is another great favorite. It is particu- 
larly beautiful when grown over white 
■.trellises. 

Where one wishes to change tho lo- 
cation of vines yearly tho annuals are 
neceaaary. Among tho^ number of 
beautiful annual climbers tho morn- 
ing glory takes a leading place. Tho 
TOoonflower and cypress and canary 
bird flower are other beautiful vines, 
easily grown. 

To Blurt the seed of Moonflower and 
•Morning Glory cut tho seed a little 
«u ono side and soak overnight in 
ivarm water, plant In a window box 
or seedbed and transplant out of doors 
Tvhen the ground la warm. 

Wild cucumbers and Japanese or na- 
- live hop are hardy vinos and make a 
^ense green shade. Hyacinth bean Is 
,nlBo very pretty and a profuse bloom- 
.vr. Never allow vinos to grow up over 
•the house. Place a trellis at least two 
• 'tfeet from tho house wall to allow a 
:freo circulation of air. Thia applies 
tto all kinds of cHmbera; as soon as 
ihoy begin to foi*m runners give thom 
A support. 

Sweet peaa and nasturtiums form 
excellent low, ornamental screena. 
Vlanted early, In a rich soil they will 
grow to tho height of Ave or alx feet 
and cover a support of that height. 
Decayed vegetable matter and leaf 
:inold aro fine fortlllzera for the sweet 
rpen.

Cairo.— Egypt Is waiting. It Is wait- 
ing with the patience of a country 
ages old that can afford to wait. It la 
quito conscious of its position In tho 
war. ■ It expects tho German-Turkish 
forces to plunge toward the Suez 
canal, and It Is ready for them. But 
It awalta tho event with an eastern 
calm on which Is superimposed a 
British calm. 

Here in Cairo I feel I am In closed 
territory. After being raced across 
eastern Mediterranean In a P. 
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On a cold, wlnily day, avoid placing 
T)ottcd plants on tho ledgo formed by 
Ihe meeting of tho upper and lower 
;0ash. 

"Unless tho window Is moro than uau- 



be given In moderation. If the plants 
aro crowded up against tho pane, teat 
as to whether tho glass may not be- 
come too heated. 

I'lant starvation Is a common occur- 
rence In tho winter, especially on the 
farm. City growers, accustomed to 
buying not only plant food but even 
soil, aro appreciative of the need of 
replenishing. 

But we who have always been ac- 
customed to getting tho soil from our 
own land, sometimes fall to appreciate 
how quickly tho small pot of earth la 
exhauatod of Its nutrient qualities. 

There aro prepared plant foods more 
agrcoablo to use Indoora than fertil- 
izers from the barnyard, but none more 

efllclent. 

As It Is Inconvenient to get this In 
zero weather, some prefer to fill a sack 
with fertilizer from the stable and 
keep this In a crock or pall, covering 
with water frequently for immediate 
use. 

As this Is apt to breed flies, the ap- 
plication of boiling, or at least hot wa* 
ter may be advisable; let It be cool 
before using. 

Somo think they have better success 
growing geranluraa In tin cans, quart 
size, than with the regular pots; and 
their plants certainly justify tho claims. 
Of course the holes must bo made 
In tho bottom for drainage. 

If you want to paint them, use somo 
paint which contains no lead, as thia 
win rot tho tin. 

A standard color for general pur 
poBCB Is Venetian red and Unseed oil, 
but as this would not harmonize with 
tho plants In many Instances, It may 
be darkened with burnt umber ol 
some other dull color. 

If you do not care to paint the cans, 
thoy may bo wrapped In crepe or other 
fancy paper, which now costs but a 
trifle, and thoy always appear well. 

A plant stand painted black or ollva 
green will always harmonize with the 
different colors In plant life. It is 
restful and pleasing. 

Tho plant syringe la moat uaeful, 
as it sends a spray with much force, 
easily routing the red spider and at 
tho same time removing dust. Tho 
kind with bent necks aro decidedly 
preferable, as thoy touch both tho up- 
per and lower sides of tho leaf with 
equal facility. 

Avoid crowding tho plants. In the 
profosalonars care wo are accustomed 
to seeing them crowded together al- 
most aa thick as they can stand. But 
remember that he can turn on tho 
hoao at any time and water tho plants 
thoroughly. 

It adds pleasure to watch tho growth 
of tho unfamiliar. And too, one learns 
by this novel class. Be it for foUago, 
blossom, brilliancy of color or fra

& O. liner with an honest fear 
submarines, I was dropped at Port 
Said and there. was an ordinary train, 
dining car and all, which hustled 
US on to Cairo, skirting the canal and 
the desert which were not at all as 
ordinary. Onco In Egypt I or anyone 
can move about anywhere. It Is easier 
to knock about on tho delta of the 
Nllo than In Franco or England. 

Onco you are off the delta the trl- 
anglo with Cairo at tho apex, you run 
into military zones. Tho secretive 
desert lies beyond and even the trains 
of padded footed camels snooping off 
across the skyline, no doubt on quite 
ordinary errands, and their Arab 
drivers add to the mystery. As to tho 
Arabs most of them could tell a good 
deal If thoy cared to talk. 

No Uprising Is Likely. 
' One can spend four and a half days 
going from Khartoum as easily as any 
tourist over traveled the Nllo, but If 
there la one thing extremely unlikely 
to happen In Egypt It la an uprlalug 
between hero and the Soudan; nor are 
any of tho desert tribes likely to cre- 
ate any havoc along the river. Trou- 
ble can come but from two directions, 
oast and west. Both are under active 
military control and I am for tho 
present not permitted to write about 

thom. 

But there la enough going on In this 
small, Intensely vivid world to keep 
one from getting restless. For, re- 
mote from tho war as we are here, wo 
are In It In a strategic position, and 
tho part of Egypt which counts 
strategically In a military senae Is 
really quite small. It Is only three 
hours from hero to Alexandria and 
llvo to Port Said. Tho situation has 
dramatic compactness. Beyond that 
there are only the considerable out- 
post forces nt the oases In tho desert. 
Egypt Is staged In Cairo. Cairo 
has not given up any of Ita ordinary 
life, except the tourist trade, and Is 
carrying off Its military honors with 
quite an air. It can afford to let the 
tourists go. because It has the 
Australians and they are worth more 
in a month than the tourists of ten 
years. 

News From the Senussl. 
I happen to be waiting for some- 
thing that lifts the curtain and re- 
veals a corner of the stage. A British 
officer has located an Arab some- 
where In the depths of Cairo, and 
this Arab has Just come off tho west- 
ern desert and knows more thou any 
other man on tho delta about the do- 
ings of the moat-talked-of man In 
Egypt, the head of the Senuaal, the 
desert chieftain who la tho unknown 
quantity In Egypt and that officer's 
report will mean much. I have seated 
myself, as many thousands of Ameri- 
cans have done, on tho terrace of 
Shepheard'a hotel, but I have quite an- 
other sight from tho usual oue before 

mo. 

Imagine the most European of 
Cairo's streets flUed from the steps 
of tho hotel to the arcade across the 
way with swaggering men lu khaki. 
Thoy walk with a swing and a 
"cheoro," their spurs jangling, tho 
Emu feathers In their hats waving, 
their level eyes a head above even 
tho tall Egyptians. To, anyono used 
to tho areas of Europe thoy strike 
you llko a fresh wind off tho moun^ 
talna. For those are tho Australians; 
tho rougheat, toughest, fit and flght- 
ing body of men I believe tho world 
has over seen. AH- tho varicolored, 
fascinating life of Cairo Is swept away 
by their virility. ' Thoy seem Talrly 
to swell through tho streets. 

Heroes of WcBtcrn Romance, 
luiagltio this ancient and secretive 
city bustling with the heroes of west- 
orn-romanco, with their pockets full 
of money nnd Itching to spend It— to 
blow It In In a large and conspicuous 
manner. They All - tho aldowaiks, 
nicking with their swagger stick.s nt 
tho baro legs of tho sous of tho 
Prophet who wrlgglo among them keen 
on baksheesh and ofTcrlng to sell them 
what they will. 

The alepa of the hotel aro lined 
wHh military police, soldiers wearing 
the rod and white brasftnrd of tho 
P. M.'s guard. They uro hero every 
night. For that matter thoy aro to 
bo found overywhoro In Cairo to tho 
number of 1,500 to keep the aame Im- 



as an order baa been issued declaring^ 
Shopheard's and the Continental ho- 
tels out, of bounds for anyone under 
tho ranker an officer. The order was 
Issued because the Australian prlvatea 
wore monopolizing tho two best places 
In the town to dine. 

Two of these Australian boys, lean- 
flanked horsemen from 'the plains, 
freo men In the very carriage of 
their heads, started to mount the 
stops, "pull them up!" the lieuten- 
ant of the P. M.'s guard snapped out. 
For a moment 1 thought we would 
have" a scone, hut tho two boys, who 
bad not heard tho official order, lis- 
tened with faces aa cold as marble, 
and, without losing a trace of dig- 
nity, turned and walked down the 
stairs. I wanted to cheer. The land- 
ing at Anznk was easier for them 
than to walk down those atalrs. but 
they did' it like cowboys and men. 
"King's" Son a Private. 
Moat of these Auatrallans have 
plenty of money and there Is no tell- 
ing by their rank how much money 
they have. One private has rented 
the most expensive house for rent In 
Cairo and has a retinue of servants, 
lie Is tho son of a pearl king. 

The democracy of this army shocks 
some British officers and delights 
somo others. Uaually they llko It, be- 
cause the typo of British officer who 
has been sent to Egypt Is usually a 
man who has knocked about the back 
countries and. values men for being 
men. 1 spent tho morning with a 
British major who had received or- 
ders to work up a contingent to 
handle a camel corps. For corps cap- 
tain ho picked up an Australian who 
has not an "h" to his name and 
swears beyond belief. But ho under- 
stands camels and that Is all my 
friend asks. Ho has been doing a 
large share of his provisional recruit- 
ing sitting In a cafe, and the word has 
passed around whero ho Is to bo 
found. And this la tho British army! 
An Australian told mo a story on 
his colonel. They were freah back 
from QalUpolI, and ordered up for a 
review So the colonel gave them a 
few Instructions, In tho family circle, 
as to how they were to behave, and 
ended by saying: 

"And, for the love of Mlko when 
tho General Is here don't call mo 
Bin." 

I can quIto believe that story. After 
seeing the Joyous Australians It does 
not seem a bit out of the way. 
Longing for a Scrap. 
Three of those mighty men from 
tho Antipodes were riding on a street 
car with me the other day and three 
dapper effendl, with polished boots 
and moro than polished manners, en- 
tered and aat down opposite. 

One of tho Australians leaned 
across to mo and remarked: 

"Stranger, can't you do something to 
start a fight? I noed exorcise." 

Tho effendl looked disturbed but 
kept their seats. 

The most typical of the stories I 
have heard on pasaablo.. authority oc- 
curred the night of tho evacuation of 
Anzac, tho particular evacuation In 
which tho Auatrallans did not ibso a 
man. Officers have told me that as 
thoy walked down that deadly slope 
to which thoy had clung for months 
they had not the slightest expecta- 
tion of over getting away alive. They 
hoped they might get some of their 
men off on tho transports which had 
come up under cover of night, but to 
escape themselves they considered Im- 
pOBslble. 

That night, though everyone know 
what was going to happen, was 
chosen by several mighty Auatrallans 
to get dead drunk. They could not bo 
moved. But In the dawn, hours after 
everyone else was gone, they woke 
from their drink Homerlcally, and 
swam out until thoy were picked up. 
After First Effect, Ordinary Life. 
Once tho flrat overwhelming effect 
of the Australlana has paased, one 
sees from the terraces more of tho 
ordinary life, tho racing' gharries 
with their shouting drivers bearing 
along Egyptian women with One eyes 
and tho thin white veils, more a 
provocation than a protection, now 
in vogue In tho East. Somo of the 
ladles of tho sultan's palace have 
also just passed In a French limou- 
sine, going three times as fast aa 
anyono else, and I note they too wear 
tho gossamer yashmaks. 

On the sidewalk Immediately bo- 
low tho rail of the hotel, an Arab 
woman Is squatting telling tho 'for- 
tunes of two Australians. A water 
carrier, dirty beyond belief, pushes 
along through the swarming porters. 
Officers aro arriving, hag and bag- 
gage, every half minute', and through 
the red fozzos comes a brighter touch 
of color as two Brltiah generals, red 
bands on their cat»s, red tabs ou their 
lapels and strips of, service ribbons 
with every color In-tho rainbow, pull 

up. \. 

but through all this distracting 
color comes a figure In a white turban, 
and a white burnooso who dominates 
tho sidewalk. A staff ofllcer who has 
just descended tho steps sees him and 
thrusts out a hand for him to shake. 
Ho gives It a quiet, dlgnlflod shake, 
and they paaa a few compllmonta be- 
fore thoy pass on. It occurs to mo 
that this la tho flrat time I have seen 
nn English officer shake hands with a 
notlvo and tho explanation la being 
cxpresHod right behind mo. 

"A Bedouin," an officer Is saying. 
"tho flrst I've seen for some tirao, right 
off tho dcaert, too. Isn't he a apod- 
men for you? A man, by Jove, and a 
gcntlGUian!" 

And so I begin to understand why 
everyone In Cairo talks only of tho 
leader bf tho SojiubbI, the chlof of all 
tho Bodouina.— Arno Dosch in New

Pouch Day in Mailroom of State Department 

WASHINGTON.— A beohivo la quiet In comparison with the mailroom of 
the department of state every Friday, which Is pouch day, when on 
ftvcrago of fifteen groat leather sacks, measuring about 3 by 2% feet, aro 

crammed with ofUclal mall for Amer- 
ican missions abroad and started on 
thoir long Journoys.- 

Robert Clayton Is chief of the 
mailroom, and under his direction In- 
coming and outgoing pouches aro 
handled expeditiously and without or* 
ror. Upon bis shoulders rests the ro- 
Bponslblllty for every piece of mail In 
the pouches coming from and going to 
all points of the compass. 

The state department has dipio* 
matlc-pouch service with- 31 of Its 
embassies and legations and four consulates. These pouches not only carry 
mall for the dopartment, but also for other ofllcesi especially the deportment 
of agriculture, which sends much printed matter abroad. OQlclal supplies 
are also forwarded In this manner, and to protect the letter mall the latter 
Is Inclosed In ospcclally sealed smaller sacks, placed within the larger onoa. 
Each piece of mall Is carefully Invoiced before It enters Its bag. A. 
double check Is. made to avoid possible errors, and when the bags aro 
received by the diplomatic ofllcers they are opened and again checked 
against the Invoice Inclosed. 

Pouches aro of special- structure and designed to wear well under all 
conditions of 111 usage. They are strapped and double locked, with peculiar- 
ly contrived keys, replicas of which are carefully kept In the missions 
abroad.

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Germs of Good Ideas Found Among Crank Bills 

THE3 flloB of every congress comprise a large category of crank hills and 
also a largo category of -what might he called reform hills. Most of the 
crank bills propose radical reforms; some of the reform bills plainly belong 
to the crank class, hut by no means 
all of them. Somo of both kinds of 
measures emanate from tho brains of 
senators and representatives, while 
others of tUem aro urged by outsiders, 
eager for congressional champions and 
generally very grateful for such lielp. 
Now and then a good Idea, or the 
germ of oho. Is embodied even In hills 
that aro 80 radical as to be introduced 
"by request." Tho gain of some In 
favor can bo noted sesBlon by session. 
There was tho postal savings bank ^ 

idea, for example. For years and years postal savings bank bills were In- 
troduced In senate and houso beforo tho present system was sanctioned by 
a Hepubllcan administration. And after -a few years of trying out, not 
entirely free of discouragement, tho European war has brought an impetua 
to that kind of banking hero, arid postomco offlclals are ready to say the 
system Is proving a great success. 

Penny postage, which means one-cent postage for flrst-class mail, is a 
favorite reform topic. At a recent count there were twenty-odd of theso 
bills In tho houso, and they carried many varieties' of proposals. The best 
authorities seem to believe that the government cannot afford yet to author- 
ize a reduction In tho rate on flrst-clnsa mall, but that does not check the 
popular demand. Consequently senators and representatives aro -willing to 
capitalize this in their political business. Of course, many of them are 
sincere advocates of the reform. 

Ouo could mention such topics by tho score, but one of tho nower Items 
In that lino is a sweeping demand for tho democratization of tho army and 
tho navy. In other terras, It Is proposed to make tho commissions of oOlcorB 
In thoBO branches easier for tho average man.

<i| F YOU want a Job done well, do It yourselt" is a motto that Undo Sam 

I might very well adopt after somo oC his experiences growing out of tho 

far-rGaching industrial ofTect that followed the outbreak of the European war. 

One of tho effects of the war waa an 
Interference with the Importation of 
laboratory supplies such as glass 
beakers and similar utensils, cru. 
cibles, tubes and various other clay,, 
porcelain and glass articles indis- 
pensable to the carrying on of chem- 
ical and physical investigations on 
•which work of vital Importance to na- 
tion, Industrie^ and Individuals often 
depends. 

This country depended on Ger- 
many for such supplies to an even 
greater degree, perhaps, than It-dld for coal-tar dyes, and all imports stopped 
almost immediately after the war started. Stocks in possession of tho bu- 
reau of standards of tlie commerco dopartment — ono of the groat experi- 
menting and Investigating agencies of tho government — began to dwindle, 
and for a while tho situation looked grave. Experiments In the production 
of .the desired articles were Immediately undertaken, however, by tho bu- 
reau's spcciallats, and the fllllng of all needs has now been practically 
assured by tho production of the essential supplies In the bureau's own 
laboratories. 

Some, of the profiloms solved related to the toughening of the thin, seem- 
ingly fragile glass used In the manufacture of beakers, the compounding of 
a satisfactory white crucible glaze and the manufacture of tho heat-roslstant 
pyrometer tubes . that are immersed In molten metals as a protection to 
Instruments when It Is desired to ascertain the temperaturo of tho fused 
material. Tho data gained In the production of the laboratory material have 
been put by the bureau at the disposal of manufacturers In a position to turn 
out such supplies, and It Is believed that a good opportunity exists as a 
result for the creation of several new American industries.
